In Hungary 


Ukrainians Advance 
Toward Budapest on 
96-Mile Front

LONDON,, Cet. .7.—(UP)—Rus- 


sian troops, in a 15-milé° smash’ 


across the Hungarian plains, today 
drove to within 92 miles southeast 
of Budapest and captured more 
than 300 other towns and settle- 
ments in headlong pursuit of flee- 
ing German and Hungarian. forces. 

Advancing on a 98-mile front 
across the southeastern corner of 


Adolf Hitler’s last big Balkan sat- 


ellite, mechanized infantry of 
Marshal Rodion Y. Malinovsky’s 
Second Ukrainian army, spear- 
headed by Don Kuban Cossacks, 
rolled unchecked toward the broad 
Tisza river, only natural obstacle 
before the jittery Hungarian cap- 
ital, 

In their onrushing offensive, the 
Soviets captured Oroshaza, 92 
miles from Budapest and 30 miles 
northeast of Szeged, Hungary’s 
second city, and also captured the 
big communications town of Bekes, 
100 miles southeast of the capital. 

At the same time, Russian troops 
in northern Yugoslavia continued 
their advance toward Hungary’s 
southern borders as part of a great 
developing three-way push on that 
Axis co-belligerent. 

North of Riga, Russian troops 
on the Estonian island of Saaremaa 
(Oesel) captured the capital of 
Kuresaare and 50 other places, 
and Moscow’s operational war 
bulletin confirmed German re- 
ports of heavy new battles in Lith- 
uania as the Soviets drove toward 
the East Prussian Baltic port of 
Memel. The Russians, Moscow 
said, held the advantage west of 
the rail hub of Siauliai. 

Moscow also reported that the

Takes Serious Turn 


NEW YORK, Oct. 7.—(4)-—The 
condition of Wendell L. Willkie, 
who has been in a hospital since 
September 6, took a turn “for the 
worse tonight, his physician said, 
and the 1940 Republican presiden- 
tial candidate's condition is se- 
rious, 


The physician, Dr. Benjamin 
Salzer, said a streptococcic infec- 
tion. from which Willkie has been 
suffering had affected the heart 
muscles, resulting in an acute 
cardiac condition, 


“We are continuing to admin- 
ister péncillin,” Dr. Salzer said, 
“but I would say that his condi- 
tion is serious.” 

Willkie, who is 52, rallied after 
a severe throat infectién Wednes- 
day night and had shown steady 
improvement until tonight. 


RECONSTRUCTION ‘TRES VITE’ 


Nazi-Wrecked French City Rises 


(NANA)—(Delayed)—This is a 
story of a small town and what 
happens when a war engulfs it. 
It is a story that is being repeat- 
ed daily along the length of the 
westérn front as scores of towns 
and villages suddenly become the 
center of the bloody fighting of 
this mechanized war. 

Let’s look at Thionville, stil 
within sound of the guns after a 
month of fighting and see how or- 
der has come from chaos. 

Thionville’s story is largely the 
story’ of Maj. “Tres Vite,” a nick- 
name given by Thionville to an 
American major who knew few 
French words but ended most of 
his orders with the command, 
“tres vite’—‘“very -quickly.” It 
was a command urgently needed 
in Thionville. 

This town, with a normal popu- 
lation of about 20,000, lies snugly 
on the banks of both sides of the 
Moselle river, due north of Metz. 
For four and a half years it had 
been living uncomfortably, but 


quietly, under German rule. 
Suddenly war broke out on the 


man forces first withdrew report- 
the girls who kissed the Ameri- 


fiercely through the town’s elm- 
lined streets. On September 1 the 
American Third Army captured 
the town, and Thionville rejoiced 
madly. The population cheered, 
the town’s girls kissed the Ameri- 
can soldiers. 

Two days later, however, the 
Germans recaptured Thionville 
and held it until September 12, 
and in those nine days the Ger- 
mans wreaked their vengeance 
Every able-bodied man from 18 to 
50 was carried off for labor bat- 
talions. The Gestapo and SS 
troops left behind when the Ger-

On the morning of September 
12 the American recaptured the 
town and for a day all was in in- 
describable confusion.

The U. S. Eighth Air Force dis- 
patched by far the greatest fleet, 
sending over 1,400 Flying Fort- 
resses and Liberators with a body- 
guard of 900 fighters. These plas- 
tered more than a dozen targets 
in nine different cities in central 
and eastern Germany.

Soaring income from gasoline 
taxes, despite wartime rationing, 
offset losses in whisky taxes to 
give Georgia a gain of $1,743,657 
over the preceding fiscal year, the 
report showed. Revenue Commis- 
sioner Eugene Cook explained that 
while rationing held down indi- 
vidual use of gasoline, the state 
total was increased by the great 
influx of war workers and by 
more traveling by bus. Motor fuel 
taxes gained $1,327,717. Revenue 
from cigar and cigaret taxes in- 
creased $860,334, and income tax 
collections were up $656,549. 


$954,000 LIQUOR LOSS 

These gains were partially off- 
set by losses in taxes on. liquor, 
beer and wine, Thrasher’s report 
revealed. There was a loss of 
$954,001 from these sources, and 
a decrease of $146,943 in other 
revenue receipts. 

A breakdown of revenue col- 
lections by this department— 
which collects nearly 95 per cent 
of the state’s incomé—showed that 
$31,424,692 came from taxes based 
on sales; $15,981,931 from income 
tax; $5,314,859 property tax; $2,- 
363,207 motor vehicle license tax, 
and $2,973,219 from other taxes 
and earnings.

Operating costs two years ago 
rose similarly when revenue col- 
lections were about the same, the 
report stated. Operating costs for 
the past year were $1,052,273 as 
compared with $722,937 in 1942.

Postwar Job 
Issue Faces 
Congress 


WASHINGTON, Oct.- 7.—(/)— 
Busy now with politics, congress 
probably will start looking for 
ways to provide postwar work for 
civilians and soldiers when it re 
convenes November 14. 

There may be action, too, on pro- 
posals for peacetime military 
training. 

In the field of postwar employ- 
ment and insurance against un- 
employment, congressional com- 
mittees are getting ready to pry 
into the question of how far the 
federal government should go in 
providing aid and _ protection. 
Other committees already have 
studied the possible design for a 
peacetime tax structure which 
would encourage reconverted busi- 
ness. Probably legislation won’t be 
ready until next year. 

PUBLIC WORK BILLS 

But public works measures, fash- 
foned to provide a reservoir of 
jobs if they are needed, are farther 
along. 

The house already has passed a 
$800,000,000 flood control bill and 
@ $400,000,000 river and harbor 
measure. They have received sen- 
ate committee approval, with the 
addition of nearly $200,000,000 to 
the former and $100,000,000 to the 
latter. Backers are pressing for 
early senate consideration. 

Awaiting house action is senate- 
approved legislation for a three- 
year $2,800,000,000 program for 
building high-speed highways and 
an improved rural road network. 

On a couple of items, congress is 
facing year-end deadlines. One is 
the expiring second war powers 
act, carrying authority for ration- 
ing, priorities and allocations. Re- 
publicans and Democrats agree 
that it will be continued, although 
there may be extensive debate on 
the need for eliminating wartime 
controls as soon as possible. 
PROBLEM OF TAXES 

Also requiring attention before 


the year ends is the issue of again 


forbidding an automatic increase 
in social security pay roll taxes. 
Sen. Vandenberg, Republican, 
Michigan, has announced he will 
urge that the taxes be frozen for 
another year.

A. G. Moron Quits 
Housing Post To 
Enter Harvard 


James H. Therrell, executive di- 
rector of the Atlanta Housing Au- 
thority, has announced the resig- 
nation of Alonzo G. Moron, hous- 
ing manager of University and 
John Hope Homes. Moron will 
leave Atlanta this month to enter 
Harvard Law school. 

Moron’s resignation brings to a 
close a career in public housing 
that dates back to December, 1935, 
when he was enrolled as a student 
in the first housing management 
course by the Public Works Ad- 
ministration and the National Ad- 
ministration of Housing Officials. 
In 1936, he entered on duty as 
housing manager of University 
Homes 

In 1940, when University Homes 
was leased to the Atlanta Housing 
Authority, Moran was retained in 
the same capacity and in Septem- 
ber, 1940, he assumed the respon- 
sibility for managing both the 
University and John Hope Homes 
—a community of 1,281 familiés 
covering 54 acres that were for- 
merly a mid-town slum. 

With his assistance, the Atlanta 
Housing Authority has been able 
to build up a sound policy of hous- 
ing management for its eight hous- 
ing projects. Although Moron 
consistently refused the designa- 
tion of overall manager of the 
Negro projects, he was instrument- 
al in the training and organization 
of the personnel for Eagan, Grady 
and Herndon Homes.’ 

As a pioneer in the early days 
of public housing management, 
Moron and his staff sold publie 
housing for Negroes to Atlanta 
and laid the foundation for the 
expanded program of the Atlanta 


Housing Authority.

VALONA, Ga., Oct. 7.—A year 
ago or more has passed since 
Hunter Watson joined the Coast 
° Guard and left his attractive sis- 
ter, Rita, to run the shrimp busi- 
nest at Valona, this island beauty 
spot that nature touched with a 
magic mand, 

In an old, unpainted building 
on stilts, with a dock running 
across the water, so that boats 
can tie up, this flourishing busi- 
mess goes on apace under Rita’s 
management. 

Yet Valona is hardly associated 
with money. These pictures by 
Kenneth Rogers, head of The 
Constitution’s photographic de- 
partment, have caught the spirit 
of Valona, where the weight of 
centuries rests lightly. Here 
coastal Georgia is typified in all 
its sleepy simplicity—the oyster- 
strewn banks, the great live oaks 
festooned with Spanish moss, 
and the sweeping marsh lands, 
heavy laden with the intozica- 
tingly sweet smell of fish. 

While Valona does not look 
like money, there’s silver and 
gold in the hauls made by the 
shrimp nets. The pictures depict 
actiwity, as a full haul is brought 
aboard, and Miss Watson super- 
vises the sorting of the shrimp. 
In another picture, she relaxes 
on the dock, in the dusk, watch- 
ing for the return of the boats.

A ton oy | 
shrimp at 50 cents a pou 
That’s a cool $1,000. 


But, of course, the Hunter Wat- 
son Seafood Company doesn’t 
own all its boats. The company 
also buys from independent boat 
operators. But, on the whole, it’s 
a very profitable business. Still, 
it’s a business that must be con- 
sistently stayed with. For there 
are days when storms keep the 
boats idle, and too many of these 
days eat up all the profit. 

There is no such thing as an 
average haul. Some hauls pro- 
duce very little shrimp. Others 
produce a tremendous amount. 
But the boat owners are satisfied 
if a single run doesn’t go less 
than seven bushels. 

Rita Watson, a charming Geor- 
gia girl with a decided Geechee 
accent in her voice, supervises 
the entire operation from the 
time the shrimp are brought in 
from the sounds until they are 
packed into the great refrigera- 
tor trucks for shipment to the 
New York market. 

She carries on, awaiting the 
day of her brother’s return to his 
old life.

The power drive, rolling over 
the bitterly fought Ubach sector 
nine miles north of the historic 
invasion gateway to Germany at 
Aachen, overran the German town 
of Basweiler, severing one of two 
main roads leading 30 miles north- 
ezst to Dusseldorf at the doorway 
to the rich Ruhr valley. 
STORM FORESTS 

While this momentous fighting 
was raging, other doughboys in 
almost division strength were roll- 
ing through the forests 25 miles 
southeast of Aachen“in a new 
punch that had already carried 
through the first mine fields and 
dragons’ teeth of the west wall 
against negligible resistance.

The going was slow and hard, 
but they were 10 miles inside Ger- 
many and widening the breach in 
the Siegfried line. 

On the Third Army front, the 
Americans wrested the northwest 
and southwest corners of the great 
Fort Driant from the German gar- 
rison, fought 100 yards down an 

passage leading to 


the British made their escape from 
Hitler’s legions in 1940. 

In this surge eastward, Lt. Gen. 
Courtney H. Hodges’ troops cap- 
tured Merkstein, two miles south 
of Ubach, the enemy supply cen- 
ter of Alsdorf near by, and Hofs- 
tadt along the southern line of the 
breakthrough. 

The enemy defenses collapsed 
abruptly, for only Friday he was 
throwing in counterattacks that 
drove the Americans back around 
Ubach, 

But the Germans may have 
spent their strength here, a front 
dispatch said, because they were 
unable to stand up under the ter- 
rible weight of the drive that rum- 
bled out of the west this morning. 
More than 300 prisoners were 
taken in the first two hours. 

The drive carried on east of 
Beggendorf, -which was the tip of 
the salient Friday, and had spread 
northward to the outskirts of Gei- 
lenkirchen, 12 miles north of 
Aachen, and Immendorf, two miles 
to the east. , 
NAZIS CAUGHT ASLEEP 

Five miles northwest of Geilen- 
kirchen other American forces bat- 
tered the Germans back , near 
Schierwaldenrath., 

In the new operations 25 miles 
southeast of Aachen, the Germans 
appeared to have been caught un- 
prepared, for their Siegfried line 
outposts were manned by prison- 
ers who not had seen action be- 
fore. 

The Americans were advancing 
slowly through the minefields in 
the soggy ground of the dense for- 
est, aware that behind the raw 
recruits were battle-tested veterans 
waiting for them to come up. 

Divebombers were summoned in 
the battle for Fort Driant, on Gen. 
Patton’s front, to tackle the flank- 
ing guns which had been blazing 
away at the Americans fighting in- 
side the fortifications. 

One long-range gun was spotted 
in a position 20 miles from Metz 
and divebombers sealed it in its 


underground passa; 
the main fortifications, but then / tunnel 


found their way barred by steel 
and concrete bulkheads. 
METZ FORT PRESSED 

But this key fortress guarding 
Metz on the west was hotly 
pressed. German batteries could 
mo longer depress their guns, so 
close were the American attack- 
ers, and one force seized positions 
atop artillery emplacements next 
to the main battery in the center 
of the fort. 

On the southern end of the 
front, the U. S. Seventh Army in 
gains of from five to seven miles 
closed on Le Thillot, 18 miles west 
of the 2,398-foot Bussang pass 
which leads through the heart of 
the Vosges to the Rhineland. 

Rugged resistance slowed down 
the advances of the British Second 
Army in Holland, the Canadian 
First Army to the west, but the 
Canadians made one vital gain— 
a drive of nearly two miles into 
Holland which captured the vil- 
lage of Ossendrecht, 11 miles north 
of Antwerp and only three miles 
from the only road of escape for 
Germans in the Schelde islands. 
DUNKERQUE ASSAULT ON

COUNTERATTACKS RAGE 

The Germans counterattacked 
furiously along many sectors of the 
front, losing 13 tanks to Patton’s 
forces north of Nancy, and 98 
planes to Allied air and ground 
gunners. One counterattack gain- 
ed some ground 10 miles north of 
Nancy, 

The Seventh Army on the south, 
in addition to closing in on the 
Vosges mountain pass, also scored 
advances through the Vannes for- 
est northwest of Belfort, broaden- 
ing their assaylt arc on Belfort, no 
more than: 10 miles away. 

The British, while scoring no 

advances in Holland, sent 700 of 
their heavy bombers hammering at 
the Kleve flank of the Siegfried 
line some 70 miles north of Aach- 
en, and the Emmerich gap to the 
northeast. 
_ As this big aerial operation was 
in progress, American parachute 
troops with the British Second 
Army nine miles west of Kleve 
were breaking up a counterattack 
against the Dutch-German border 
town of Bergendal. 

Canadian forces west of Ant- 
werp were within a few thousand 
yards of the Dutch city of Tilburg, 
but were making little progress 
against the stubborness of German 
rear guards They were close 
enough, however, to render this 
communications center useless to 
the enemy. 

However it was believed the 
Germans were planning to pull 
back north 10 miles or so to a line 
along the Maas river to the sea. 

Canadians on the Leopold canal 
west of Antwerp were engaged in 
a series of bloody engagements, 
slugging it out with crack German 
infantry along the perimeter of 
their narrow canal bridgehead.

AidMillionDollar 
‘Postwar Chest’ 


The Georgia peanut products ex- 
hibit on display. at the Southeast- 
ern World’s Fair has a double- 
barreled purpose, according to of- 
ficials of the National Peanut 
Council in Atlanta. 

Simultaneously with the peanut 
showing in the Agricultura! build- 
ing, the National Peanut Council 
is launching a campaign to ac- 
quaint at least a million more con- 
sumers with the many nutritive 
uses of this nut and its by-products. 

The exhibit shown at the fair 

was designed by E. D. Alexander, 
agronomist for the Georgia Exten- 
sion Service, to illustrate one of 
the state’s principal contributions 
to the war effort. 
, The “use more peanuts” cam- 
paign, ‘as explained by Miss Mo- 
dane Marchbanks, executive sec- 
retary-treasurer for the council, is 
seeking to prevent a collapse of 
the peanut market such as follow- 
ed the last war. Already the Geor- 
gia peanut crop, the largest pro- 
duced in any state, has increased 
some 400,000 pounds over the to- 
tal established in 1941, the last 
prewar year. 

Though a production decrease is 
anticipated after this war due to 
an expected natural price decline, 
peanut. council officials reason 
that it will not be as severe if the 
use of the peanut and its: prod- 
ucts is broadened. To accomplish 
this purpose, the council is invit- 
ing all groups in the peanut busi- 
ness, including farmers, to con- 
tribute to a $1,000,000 “postwar 
chest” for a three-year period of 
peanut research and advertising. 

Council campaigners state that 
farmers, realizing the price they 
get for their peanuts is dependent 
on the amount of peanuts eaten 
by people over the country, al- 
ready are responding splendidly.

5-CHURCH JURISDICTION 

“The council’s jurisdiction,” Po- 
lyansky explained, “extends to 
five churches, namely, Armenian- 
Gregorian, Old Believers, Roman 
Catholic, Greek Catholic and Lu- 
theran. In addition, it deals with 
affairs of the Moslem, Jewish and 
Buddhist faiths, and with Baptist, 
Seventh Day Adventist, and other 
evangelical sects. Furthermore, 
any religious group or congrega- 
tion has the right to appeal to the 


difficulties.” 

The Soviet executive revealed 
that Russian Baptists, of whom 
are about 4,000,000 and 
whose position has been obscure 
for some~years, united at the be- 
ginning of the war with other 
evangelical groups to form a sin- 
gle organization called the Union 
of Evangelical Christians and 
Baptists. Seat of this organization 
is in Moscow. and its chairman is 
Mikhail Akhimovich Orlov. The 
Seventh Day Adventists have a 
council in Moscow, headed by 
Grigory Andreyevich Grigoriev, 
to deal with the Soviet committee. 

“If the leaders of any religious 
group,” Polyansky declared, ‘find 
it necessary to call a conference, 
to establish ministerial courses, or 
to obtain special services for the 
re-opening of churches, synago- 
gues, or mosques, they make ap- 
plication to the government 
through our council.” He stressed 
that all churches and faiths are 
treated on an equal basis. 

Polyansky gave an oufline of 
the location of various non-Ortho- 
dox church groups in the Soviet 


Union, but said he was unable to} 


supply accurate membership fig- 
ures, 


“Total membership of the non- 
Orthodox churches,” he declared, 
“ig difficult to determine. Under 
Soviet law no census, registration, 
or application for any position 
whatever, nor any state document, 
may carry a question concerning 
religious belief. Thus no religious 
statistics have been kept. 
MEMBERSHIP AGE 

“Exceptions are the Baptist and 
Seventh Day Adventist sects, 
which only accept members upon 
reaching the age of 18, ‘when fully 
conscious of their obligations,’ and 
thus know how many members 
and followers they have. Howéver, 
since most of these church mem- 
bers are in localities only recent- 
ly liberated, no complete statistics 
exist even among these groups.” 

Meanwhile Georgi G. Karpov, 
head of the Soviet Council on Or- 
thodox Church Affairs, said here 
his group would not object to per- 
mitting foreign clergymen to enter 
Russia and “practice their call- 
ing.” 

Karpov declared, however, that 
admission of foreign priests and 
ministers depended entirely upon 
the Soviet Foreign Office. 

His statement was made in re- 
ply to a question submitted by 
Religious News Service: “Will the 
Soviet Government permit Roman 
Catholic priests and Protestant 
ministers to come into Russia and 
if so, will they be permitted to 
conduct missionary work?” 


Karpov said priests and minis- 
ters “may enter the country under 
the same conditions as any other 
visitors and no special laws exist 
barring them.”

home demonstration agents. The 
county health department, county 
engineer, and county inspector 
will also have offices in the build- 
ing. 

The proposed jail will be one 
of the most modern of its kind in 
the country, Cannon said. Plans 
call for steel cell blocks of the 
most efficient type, sanitary 
plumbing, modern sleeping quar- 
ters, bathing and toilet facilities, 
and kitchens and dining rooms, 


“We do not intend to build a 
popular resort hotel for our pris- 
oners,” Cannon explained, “but 
ps are determined to give them 
quarters in which they can live 
in simple comfort and in which 
their health and welfare will be 
protected. 


SITE IN CITY’S HEART 


“The jail site is located in the 
heart of the business district of 
Decatur. It long has been an eye- 
sore, and since the property on 
which it is located is valuable, it 
should be utilized to the fullest. 

“A modern, efficiently equipped 
jail-office building is necessary, 
whether the bond issue is voted 
or not,” Cannon emphasized, “It 
must be built from bond funds 
or from current revenues, We feel

CANAL BLOCKED 


The air superiority was a far 
cry from the days of 1941 when 
the thin British line of troops flee- 
ing Greece before the German 
army was at the mercy of the en- 
emy’s planes, 

A dispatch from Cairo said the 
Germans had blocked the Corinth 
canal, cutting across the Corinth 
isthmus between the Peloponnesus 
and the mainland, by blowing two 
bridges and sinking a meeggean | 
(Greek sources in London said 
| fighting had broken out inside 
Athens and the Germans had 
blocked all roads into the capital. 

An official announcement said 
the Germans had been thinning 
their forces in the Peloponnesus 
for two and a half months, begin- 
ning with the abandonment of the 
southern ports of Monemvasia, 
Gytheion and Kalamata. 

It was assumed that as the Ger- 
/mans reduced their garrisons on 
_Greece’s outer rim of defenses in

To Be in N. Y. Oct. 21] ©

President Roosevelt agreed yesterday to make his first speech of 
the campaign outside Washington—in New York October 21 on 


foreign policy. 

Meanwhile, Gov. Dewey, in a 
speech at Charleston, W. Va., de- 
scribed the President’s statement 
that he does not welcome Com- 
munist support as a “soft dis- 
claimer” and asked if it does hot 
“come a trifle late,” adding: 

“Only last week in Mafison 
Square Garden Earl Browder, the 
head of the Communist party in 
America, proclaimed to 15,000 
cheering adherents that the’ elec- 
tion of my opponent was essential 
to his aims.” 

At a news conference in the 
same city Dewey forecast that the 
percentage of service men who 
will vote November 7 will top that 
of civilians. He apparently re- 
ferred to the President’s assertion 
that some “politicians” had made 
it difficult and in some cases “im- 
possible” for men in uniform to 
register and vote. 

Declaring it has become “dread- 
fully clear” that President Roose- 
velt’s administration is “too tired 
even to do the job at hand,” 
Dewey said “it is. obviously too 
tired for the job ahead.” 

In accepting an invitation to 
speak at the Foreign Policy Asso- 
ciation’s Waldorf Astoria dinner 
in New York, President Roosevelt 
said: “The citizens of this country

‘Light in Mountains’ 
Needs Replacement 


For Burned Structure 


Tallulah Falls school, “the light 
fn the mountains,” which has con- 
tributed approximately half its 
graduates to the armed forces and 
many others to the teaching and 
nursing professions, is turning 
students away this year. 

Because of the loss of the Wil- 
lett building in a fire last spring 
Tallulah Falls school cannot ac- 
commodate all the north Georgia 
boys and girls who want an edu- 
cation. Until the $100,000 neces- 
sary to replace the structure is 
raised, the school will have to 
continue turning away applicants. 

These facts were revealed re- 
cently in a report to the board 
of trustees by Mrs. H. A. Watts, 
executive secretary. Mrs. Watts 
has kept im touch with the men 
and women who have graduated 
from Tallulah Falls since its open- 
ing in 1909. and has compiled sta- 
tistics on them through 1943. The 
whereabouts of only 30 of the 317 
graduates are ugknown. 


GRADUATES IN 16 STATES 


Tallulah Falls graduates now 
live in 16 states. Approximately 
140 of them are serving in the 
Army, Navy, Marines, 


Navy Nurses Corps—every branch 
of the service. One of them is 
a war widow, Mrs. Watts reported. 

Twenty-one Tallulah graduates 
are college graduates, 150 are tak- 
ing college or business training,

Lt. Hilderbrand began his drive 
against “the bug’ by eight arrests 
Friday. All the prisoners were 
Negroes, charged with lottery or 
playing “the bug.” It was pointed 
out that the unusually high num- 
ber of arersts on one day was no 
reflection on Lt. Petty’s anti-bug 
operations while he was head of 
the lottery squad, since Petty had 
only two detectives to help him. 
Under Hilderbrand, the lottery 
squad has been enlarged.

GI's Who Lost Limbs 


Shy From Your Stares 


(This is the first of two articles reporting the reaction o 
who have lost limbs in this war to the greetings they receive

strangers as they walk along Atlanta streets.) 


By CAROLYN CARTER. 
A tall, thin, curly-haired soldier, Sgt. Stewart (we'll call him), lost 
a leg at the Anzio beachhead—he and hundreds of others, he relates. 
Now that same Sgt. Stewart, who wears the Purple Heart ‘with a 
cluster—he was wounded twice while in Italy—is learning to walk 
on an artificial legs and he wagers the boys in Ward 12-B at Lawson 
General hospital that he won’t jitterbug but that he'll cut a fancy 


dance step “within three weeks.” 

Stewart, just like the boys in 
sp bunks on either side of him, 
s young, energetic, ambitious. He 
has plans for ‘“‘after the war”, for 
though his combat days are over, 
he still thinks he is in it as much 
as the boys at Aachen. Just now 
he has only one thing t6 over- 
come. 


Stewart, after watching bombs 
and artillery shells burst all 
around him on Anzio, in Malta, 
and North Africa, is a pit timid 
eachtree 
street. 


“When we walk down the street, 
people turn and stare. Only few 
ask where we lost our leg or how 
or anything about the accident. 
Some are curious, but not many. 
Yet we see their eyes focus on 
us and we know they wonder, We 
just don’t feel at ease. We aren't 
freaks. We're normal human be- 
ings. Maybe our deal was a little 
tougher than the next fellow’s, but 
at least we got back, and. that’s 
a lot.” 

Stewart, with most others in his 
ward, says Atlanta is “easy”, but 
going home, to small towns where 
battle casualties are rare—that’s 
the real rub. Stewart was in New 
Jersey a few weeks ago on fur- 
lough. That was before he re- 
ceived his artificial leg. He went 
to a movie one night and the 
hometown folk gazed at him s0 
curiously that he left before the 
picture ended. 

At Lawson, Stewart fares well. 


me, 


He attends his walking classes 
each day—practices sometimes on 
the ward, He writes letters,.plays 
card games, gabs with the boys, 
But going out, particularly alone, 
is a big dose for him. 


“IT went in town alone one day 
and the people on the street 
looked at me so hard that I had 
to come back. Now I always go 
with two or three other fellows 
who are in the same boat. We 
have a good time then; we laugh 
and enjoy ourselves, and since 
there are several of us, we don’t 
feel as self-conscious.” 

Another infantryman, who oc- 
cupies the bunk next to Stewart, 
lost his leg when an artillery shell 
burst a few feet from him on 
Highway 7—also Anzio. He says 
he knows the shell was “faulty.” 
Otherwise I wouldn’t be here to 
tell about it. It was too close to 
The shell was bad and the 
blood was wonderful. They gave 
me four pints of straight blood, 
not plasma, and that saved me.” 


OTHER GUYS LOSE THEIRS 

The frail soldier with greying 
hair, though he is in his 20’s, has 
been asked on the streets: “How 
do you wear a uniform when you 
have only one leg?” “Well,” he 
explains, “they don’t seem to re- 
alize that guys overseas are los- 
ing their legs in this war.” 

This fighter went to the World’s 
Fair this week but claimed he 
“didn’t have much fun. People 
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looked at me just like I came out 
of one of the side shows. So I left 
pretty soon. Maybe it was unusual 
to see a crippled soldier on a mid- 
way, but we have to get back in 
things again. I know the averag 
person doesn’t mean to hurt us. 
They’re curious, naturally, I sup- 
pose. But we are pretty sensitive 
and it’s hard to take.” 


A Memphis 20-year-older, for- 


mer tank destroyer soldier, report- 
ed on his accident in New Guinea: 
“When I came back to the States 
and they told me I was being sent 
to Atlanta, it made me mad. I 
thought of all the places around 
Memphis where I could have 
gone, but now I’m happy. In fact, 
I plan to make Atlanta my home 
when I get out of the service. 
Usually three or four of us go into 
town together. We have dinner, a 
few drinks. When those times 
come around, it’s just like being 
any other soldier. Still it makes 
us feel sorta queer to have people 
on the streets gape at us.”

In such in- 
stances, wholé families gather at 
the other end of the line, with 
uncles, aunts and cousins—even 
neighbors—clustering around for 
a word with the hero. 

With such a goodly sized fund 
on hand, it seemed just the thing 
to do, so Red Cross doubled the 
time, knowing none of the thou- 
sands of donors to the fund would

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No Home Rule for Georgia? 


For years in Georgia there have been 
intermittent and desultory attempts to 
enact some kind of home rule bill into law. 
But legislatures, zealous of their own little 
political playhouses and unprodded by an 
apathetic people, have stifled every effort 
to grant citizens of counties and munici- 
palities the power to determine their own 


local problems. 


The result has been a multitude of 
evils, not the least of which was the ex- 
penditure of thousands of dollars a day 
while the state legislature met in solemn 
assembly to pass local bills concerning 
which, all too frequently, 204 of the 205 
legislators knew absolutely nothing. More- 
over, time and again in this state have un- 
scrupulous solons passed bills which legis- 
lated judges and county commissioners out 
of office, naming their successors from 
among the legislator’s friends and relatives. 
Nor is there any more ridiculous aspect to 
the present system than that of the people 
of the entire state voting—after thousands 
of dollars have been spent publishing the 
content thereof—on constitutional amend- 
ments which affect only a few hundred 
patrons of some rural school district. 


But while our archaic current methods 
have made for delay, extravagance, con- 
fusion and misrepresentation, Georgia has 
gone along in the hope that some day the 
state’s outmoded constitution would be re- 
drafted and we would get away from the 
iniquitous system which has resulted in 
well over 200 amendments to the organic 
law. 


What a disappointment, then, that the 
commission to which Gov. Ellis Arnall as- 
signed the task of streamlining the state 
constitution has done so little toward solv- 
ing the problem. What a pity that they 
have made only two concrete proposals: 
(1) To require proof of publication in the 
local paper of intent to introduce a bill, 
an@ (2) providing that no state-wide vote 
be taken on a purely local constitutional 
amendment until that amendment has first 
been passed at a called election partici- 
pated in by the citizens affected. 


This, we had thought, was our best 
chance for home rule, And certainly, in 
view of the manifold problems which de- 
mobilization will bring Georgia’s many 
war-booming municipalities, we will real- 
ize more than ever the need for home rule 
during the next decade. Many’s the oppor- 
tunity which Georgia towns and counties 
will lose during the reconversion period 
because of the necessity of waiting 18 
months or two years until the legislature 
meets and amends an oversight in a 
charter. 


Home rulé will work. Eighteen states, 
from New York to California and from 
Texas to West Virginia, have proved that 
. . . and some with constitutional provi- 
sions of only a couple of hundred words. 


What many recognized legal authorities 
are agreed is a very good one has been 
available to Georgia’s constitutional re- 
drafters, But—as yet—to no avail. 


Must Georgia remain forever a prey 
to the selfish whim of politicians?

taged and killed by public officials who 
claimed to be for its general outline and 
purposes, but who fought every specific 
authority needed to make it effective.”

If we are going to drop the 


adopt as a substitute, New Ideal. 
I mean by that a new standard 
of values. With a sense of reality 
akin to genius, our American peo- 
ple agreed to call that period of 
economic suffering which we en- 
tered in 1929 a “depression,” It 
was primarily a depression in val- 
ues. What we had been accustom- 
ed to consider as wealth lost its 
weal, 

As a nation we passed through 
the unprecedented experience that 
while we possessed the greatest 
abundance of material things in 
our history, we tasted the bitter- 
ness of poverty. We were forced 
to’ close the mouths of oil wells 
and mines to keep them from 
pouring out their supplies. Our 
fertile fields were pregnant with 
harvests which had to be destroy- 
ed rather than added to an already 
glutted market. Warehouses and 
elevators were bursting with food- 
stuffs and clothing. We had the 
most modern machinery for turn- 
ing raw material into things of 
usefulness, transportation facili- 
ties, and potential energy for driv- 
ing our buzzing bands and whirr- 
ing wheels. Yet two-thirds of our 
production and distributing facili- 
ties were paralyzed into stillness, 
while each hour registered the de- 
creasing value of this potential 
wealth. 

Standing in tragic contrast to 
all this imprisoned wealth were 
millions of people who desperate- 
ly wanted and needed all these 
things, but who were without the 
purchasing power to secure them. 
And just to the extent they could 
not buy, that stupendous accumu- 
lation of things decreased in val- 
ue and withered into worthless- 
ness. With the picture of this 
shocking paradox, we must learn 
a fundamental law, which is so 
essentially true that we will ig- 
nore it at the peril of our civiliza- 
tion. Things have no intrinsic val- 
ue. Alone, and within themselves, 
they are worthless. 

The explanation of the tragedy 
of the “depression” may be found 
in the truth, that under our sys- 
tem, or lack of system, a very few 
people had been enabled to accu- 
mulate for themselves the great 
bulk of the material wealth of the 
nation, while at the same time 
they withheld from the masses of 
the people a purchasing power 
sufficient to maintain the value 
of their possessions. 

We depressed the value of hu- 
man labor by buying it at the low- 
est market price. We multiplied 
the efficiency of the machine, and 
depressed demand for human 
energy. In proportion as we 
cheapened human life, we cheap- 
ened everything which ministers 
to human life. For when human 


unable to command the service of 
things, gold becomes mere gilt, and 
diamonds turn to dross. 


Now without presuming to offer 
a new economic program, I dare 
offer a new ideal—a new standard 
of value. It would place the su- 
preme value upon a human life. 
It would seek to determine the 
value of material wealth by its 
service to human welfare. Of 
course, this ideal standard of value 
is not new. It is for this ideal we 
are fighting this terrible war. Its 
newness would be in its applica- 
tion to our economic life, after we 
had won this supreme right of 
human life on the fields of battle. 
We must learn to say in peace, 
as we are saying in sacrificial 
language in war that a man is 
more than industrial energy, and 
in order to fulfill his highest pos- 
sibilities, he must be given a fair 
proportion of his time for the 
cultivation of his soul. 

Here in its last analysis is the 
Axis challenge to democracy. A 
man is a means to an end. He is 
a pawn of the state, an economic 
unit, and a stuff called “cannon 
fodder.” In a democracy a man is 
the supreme value, and all which 
fails to serve his welfare is worth- 


less.‘ He is the New Ideal.

Modern Housing 
Onthe Farm , 


Georgia’s rural landscape in the future will 

be dotted with modern homes, replacing ugly 

shacks for tenants, if the wishes and plans of 

State Housing Director George Hamilton, the state treasurer, are 
successful, 


“In the postwar period, tenant farmers will not accept a $300 
or $500 shack as a home from a plantation operator,” Hamilton 
says. “They will demand a modern, comfortable house, costing 
around $2,500, for their wives and children. 


Hamilton is busy with plans to have Georgia put up more of 
these $2,500 rural homes than any other state. After conferring 
here with Philip Klutznick, national director of the Federal Public 
Housing Administration, Hamilton believes Georgia can obtain the 
largest chunk of federal financing for rural homes, if it moves fast. 
Klutznick says the greatest need for the rural housing program is 
in the southeast, and Georgia is the largest state in this section. 
He wants states to list their actual needs for aid, based on actual 
applications from prospective home builders. With $30,000 in state 
and federal money to finance a survey, Hamilton will launch a 
state-wide move to find out how many Georgians are ready to apply 
for federal loans with which to build homes. 


The rural housing program was interrupted by the war just as 
it was getting started. Although three housing authorities were 
organized, homes were built by only one authority. One hundred 
and fifty homes were erected by the Southwest Georgia Housing 
Authority. No homes were built by the Southeast Georgia Housing 
Authority nor by the Central Georgia Housing Authority. These 
three organizations cover only 40 of the state’s 159 counties. Hamil- 
ton said regional authorities must be organized to cover all counties.

Palm trees ripple silently in the 
languid , and occasionally one 
breathes in the sudden breath of a 
gardenia hedge, or a clump of 
tube roses. 

From sides and turns of the 
roadway, blue, majestic sweep 
of the sea lies motionless, seem- 
ingly reaching out and across, to 
the horizons of eternity.

There are many fashionable ho- 
tels in Taormina, for before the 
war this was a popular resort for 
Englishmen and continentals who 
came to these hostelries for the 
winter season. Many established 
their own villas Here, to enjoy the 
warmth and beauty of Sicily while 
their own countries were shiver- 
ing in snow and icy winds. But 
there are also numerous pensions, 
and small hotels, where, for a 
few lire a day, even as little as a 
dollar and a half in American 
money, one could get room and 
board and ‘enjoy all the natural 
beauties of the land. ‘The better 
hotels or pensions run in price 
from around three to six dollars 
a day, and serve about the best 
food to found anywhere in all 
the world.

because congress wouldn’t do his 
way on a soldier vote bill which 
the crumb-hunters had designed to 
give them an advantage in the 
election and cheat a little on the 
Constitution for which they did 
not have entire control.

College Grads 


Favor Dewey 


PRINCETON, N. J.—Voters in 
this year’s campaign, as in other 


recent presidential elections, di-| = 


vide along educational lines as 
well as income or economic lines. 

Surveys by the Institute reveal 
that that section of the voting 
population which has had the 
good fortune to attend a college 
or university prefers Dewey to 
Roosevelt by nearly 2-to-1. 

‘On the other hand, President 
Roosevelt is the overwhelming 
choice among voters who have had 
a grammar school education only, 
or no schooling. A third group of 
voters, those who attended high 
school but did not go on to col- 
lege, are more closely divided in 
their political sentiment, with a 
small majority favoring Dewey. 

In its survey the Institute asked 
each voter to name his present 
choice for president, and then de- 
termined, by further questioning, 
how far that voter had gone in 
school. A correlation of the results 
shows the following: 


velt Dewey 
Voters Who Had Gram- 
mar School Only, or 
No Schooling 58% 


Voters Who Attend- 
ed High School 47 


53 
Voters Who Had College 
Training 35 65 


Whether it is education alone 
which makes a man more Repub- 
lican, or whether it is the eco- 
nomic status that education brings, 
is difficult to establish.. But polls 
ever since the early days of the 
New Deal have shown a marked 
correlation between political sen- 
timent and the two factors of edu- 
cation and economic status, 

Generally speaking, the Repub- 
lican rank and file outside the 
south represents a higher income 
and educational level than is the 
case with the Democratic rank and 
file. Dewey’s popularity among 
college-trained people is thus part 
of a general political pattern and 
is not due exclusively to his own 
personality or principles. | 

Wendell Willkie enjoyed a sim- 
ilar advantage in that level of so- 
ciety in 1940. Had only college- 
trained people voted then, Willkie 
would have been elected. The same 
would have applied in respect to 
Alfred M. Landon, the Republican 
candidate in 1936.

fit by the fagt that their supporf 


comes from fhe higher economic 
and education levels, because a 
larger proportion of those people 
take the trouble to vote.

Murray County's Old Tombstones 


CHATSWORTH.—Murray coun- 
ty has two rare items for col- 
lectors of odd inscriptions and 
decorations on tombstones, 


Not the best known of the two, 
but the most timely at the mo- 
ment, is one in the old part of the 
cemetery at Sumach Cumberland 
Presbyterian church, located about 
10 miles from Chatsworth. 


On a granite headstone, hard to 
read because of the ornate letters 
and damage done by time and 
weather, are these words: 


NEHMIAH STANFORD 
Born June 6, 1805, 

* Died Nov. 1, 1889. 
Grandson of two noblemen who 
fought in the Revolutionary War 
and was always true to their coun- 
try. He was a strict adherent to 
their faith and always voted the 

Democratic ticket. 


A grandson of the man who 
carried his political convictions 
with him to the grave is W. S. 
Stroud, of Route 2, Chatsworth. 
Mr. Stroud, an elderly man with 
a white handlebar mustache and 
a youthful twinkle in his eye, re- 
members his grandfather well, 


“My grandfather was very sick 
at one time,” said Mr. Stroud, 
when asked to explain the circum- 
stances surrounding the epitath, 
“and he told his physician, a Dr. 
Price, that he wanted those words 
on his tombstone, ‘so they’ll know 
how I am’.” 


Nehmiah Stanford was a tan- 
ner whose people had come’to this 
country from England. He came 
from Putnam county to Murray 
county and spent most of his life 
here. His dealings with Yankees 
during and after the War Between 
the States apparently had no 
pleasant memories, because he 
was known for the remainder of 
his life for his dislike for north- 
erners. 

“One cold night during the 
war,” Mr. Stroud related, “a bunch 
of Yankee soldiers came to his 
house, got him out of bed and 
forced him to ride horseback to

More publicized than the Stan- 
ford tombstone (having made % 4 
ley’s Believe It or Not feature) 
one at Spring Place, three miles 
from Chatsworth, on which -the 
elements have etched what is said 
to be a likenesg of the man who 
lies buried beneath it. Crevices 
and lines on the slab have formed 
what appears, with the use of a 
little imagination, to be the face 
of a man with a long beard, 

Smith Treadwell, the man 
buried there, had a long beard at 
the time of his death. A prosper- 
ous farmer who died in 1898, he 
is still remembered by a few citi- 
zens in the county who declare 
the strange picture actually re- 
sembles him. 

Levi Branham, the ex-slave who 
wrote his autobiography at the 
age of 77 and who died recently 
at 92, wrote in his book of help- 
ing to bury Mr. Treadwell. Levi 
said he did not help put the head- 
stone on the grave, but that he 
was at the cemetery a few days 
after it had been put up and that 
he failed to notice anything un- 
usual about it. But in a year, 
Levi recorded, the outline of the 
man’s face became noticeable. “I 
think it resembles him very 
much,” Levi wrote. “It becomes 
plainer every day.” 

I saw the tombstone at dusk 
one day, with the aid of a flash- 
light and a very eerie feeling.

| The glee club, with an enroll- 
‘ment of 140 girls, meets twice 
weekly for practice, 
groups once a week.

Fletcher Presents 
Superb Program 


A large and enthusiastic audi- 
ence greeted Stanley Fletcher, gift- 
ed American pianist, at the Wom- 
an’s Club auditorium Friday night. 
The concert was given under the 
auspices of the Lovett School 
Mothers’ Club. 

Since Fletcher’s first Atlanta ap- 
pearance last June during Guy 
Maier’s course in piano pedagogy, 
glowing reports of his superb 
pianism have been circulated by 
all who heard him. Friday’s per- 
formance fully confirmed the high 
expectations thus aroused. 

e has an engaging personality, 
his virtuosity is extraordinary, his 
style is both individual and com- 
manding and he plays with ex- 
quisite poetic insight. His program 
was admirably chosen to exploit 
every facet of his art. 

The six movements of the Bach 
English Suite in A minor were set 
forth with fine precision and clar- 
ity. The noble beauty of the Sara- 
bande played with beautiful sing- 
ing legato touch, stood out against 
the vigorous momentum of, the 
Prelude, Bourees and the Gigue. 

Two long and difficult works by 
Fuleihan—Sonata, No. 1 and Air 
and Fugue on white keys—were 
executed with amazing bravura. 

He prefaced the group of six 
Chopin Etudes by playing with ro. 
mantic expressiveness the lovely 
F sharp major Nocturne. The 
etudes revealed Fletcher as a 
Chopin interpreter par excellence. 
They were beautifully contrasted 
and played with warmth, fire and 
elan. 

An _ arresting group of four 
dances that concluded the pro- 
gram, were nationalistic in charac- 
ter; the first, “Dance of the Shep- 
herdess,” by Halffter, was almost 
Elizabethean in its charming grace 
and simplicity; the second, “Dance 
of the Miller,” by deFalla, was sin- 
ister, intense and very Spanish, 
and Stravinsky’s ‘“Petrouchka,” 
dissonant and sadistic, while “On- 
dine,” by Ravel—one of the high- 
lights of the evening—was a bit of 
shimmering, irridescent imagery 
under Fletcher’s magic touch. 

Generously responding to clam- 
orous calls for encores, he played 
Chopin’s study in thirds, a scherzo 
by Beethoven, Gaucho Song from 
~ Argentine, and the Bumble

Known as “grand opera’s glamor 
girl,” Helen Jepson owes her suc- 
cess to a boundless energy for get- 
ting out and doing things and a 
readiness to meet every opportu- 
nity with confidence and courage. 

As a girl in Akron, Ohio, she 
had her early struggles. The fam- 
ily budget was too limited to ad- 
mit of music study, so Helen work- 
ed in a local music store, sang in a 
church choir and finally managed 
to finance a summer trip to the 
annual music festival at Chautau- 
qua, N. Y., and take lessons from 
the late Horatio Parker, of the 
Curtis Institute. 

This led to an audition at the 
institute. that brought a scholar- 
ship. To cover her living ex- 
penses Helen formed a quartet 
with three other girls her own age. 
They pooled their funds, pur- 
chased an old Cadillac and set out 
on a barnstorming tdur of the 
south. It was tough and grueling, 
but Helen earned enough to see 
her through her first year. 

During the next two years she 
was an honor student at Curtis 
and her living expenses were fi- 
nanced by benefits that she or- 
ganized in her own home town. 
SANG WITH WHITEMAN 

She had already made a name 
for herself as an honor graduate 
of Curtis and had sung leading 
opera roles with the Philadelphia 
Opera Company when the depres- 
sion came and there were no jobs 
to be had, But Helen kept trying 
and was finally taken on as one 
of the chorus singers on a Paul 
Whiteman program. 

One day she was chosen to sing 
the soprano part in the duet from 

Madame Butterfly” with the ten- 
or soloist. She scored a great suc- 
cess and became soprano -soloist 
for the program. 

Then it happened that the late 
Gatti-Casazza, at that time ,nan- 
ager of the Metropolitan, heard 
her sing over the radio, rec 
her talent and invited her to au- 
dition for the Metropolitan. Helen 


heard in a lecture-recital at the 
Woman’s Club auditorium last 
week in the opening attraction of 
the Young Artists’ series spon- 
sored by the Atlanta Music Club, 
championed the cause of modern- 
ism, 

He reminded his listeners that 
“people never like anything 


during postgraduate study in Eu- 
rope he had found proof among 
old records in Berlin and Vienna 
that even such orthodox classicists 
as Haydn, Mozart and Beethoven 
were targets of censure and criti- 
cism by the captious critics of 
their day, 

Wagner, too, was a storm cen- 
ter of controversy for years and 
of all his operas, strangele enough, 
it was “Lohéngrin” which had re- 
ceived the most abusive attacks. 

Harking back to ancient ar- 

chives in the Vatican, he told the 
story of a monk who had dared 
to play two keys on the organ to- 
gether. This horrific innovation, 
that marked the discovery of the 
interval, was branded as “coming 
from the devil.” 
_ And thus, he pointed out, every 
innovation has been resisted, only 
eventually to serve as a means of 
expanding musical expression. 

At the piano, Cowell revealed 
himself as a modernist who has 
evolved new and startling means 
of broadening musical expression 
-——means certain to be disapproved 
by those who love and revere this 
peer among instruments for its 
legitimate gamut of tonal effects. 

However, it cannot be gainsaid 
that much of Cowell’s music has 
definite charm and a highly pic- 
torial quality. It was as whim- 
sically Gaelic in mood and manner 
as if it had sprung directly from 
the moors and fens of the Emer- 
ald Isle, 

His first number, “The Voice of 
Lir,” based on an old Irish legend, 
introduced the much publicized 
“tone-clusters.” Turning to the au- 
dience as he finished, he aroused 
general merriment by referring to 
them as “these are they.” 

The “clusters,” he explained, are 
based on natural overtones. They 
serve to augment his crescendi or 
to give realistic sound effects and 
contrary to expectation, they do 
not muddy the harmonic stream. 
To play them, he has evolved a 
special technique in the use of 
forearm, wrist and fist.

In Belgium also church life has 
been resumed.

the Lee introduction. “A biogra- 
pher can ask no richer compen- 
sation.” 

The Lee study quite naturally 
unearthed ‘much interesting data 
on other Confederate figures and 
led Dr. Freeman into writing 
the three additional volumes. Ac: 
tually, therefore, the four volumes 
on Lee and the three on “Lee’s| 
Lieutenants” may be regarded as 
a unit. 

Early in his research, the 4&u- 
thor decided that brief, separate 
“lives” of Lee’s aides would be 
monotonous and full of repetition. 
Substantially the same events 
would of necessity be described in 
many of the sketches. He accord: 
ingly sought a narrative nexus 
and, after some experimentation, 
hit upon the device of using the 
development of the army com- 
mand. itself as a means of tying 
the sketches together. 

In “R. E. Lee,” Freeman had 
not described the battles in which 
Lee had not participated. These 
battles included First Manassas, 
Williamsburg, Seven Pines, Jack- 
sén’s Valley Campaign of 1862, 
Cedar Mountain, Early’s Valley 
Campaign of 1864 and a number 
of smaller engagements. Freeman 
decided to write of all these ac- 
tions in “‘Lee’s Lieutenants” to the 
end that the two works would con- 
tain a narrative of all the Army’s 
operations. 

The space given to “Stonewall” 
Jackson is greater than that de- 
voted to any other of Lee’s liéeu- 
tenants. Next comes “Jeb” Stuart, 
James Longstreet, and Jubal A. 
Early. The events described in 
greatest detail in this third volume 
are Gettysburg, Early’s Valley 
Campaign of 1864, and the retreat 
from Petersburg. 

The scope and importance of Dr. 
Freeman’s work cannot be over- 
estimated. The fact that the Lee 
part of it won the Pulitzer prize 
is some indication of the distinc- 
tion of his achievement. And it 
is not without significance that in 
these books two great Virginia 
gentlemen are met—one, Dr. Free- 
man, writing about the other, 
Gen. Lee.

John Mills’ “Electronics Today 
and Tomorrow” is written in semi- 
popular style; its 172 pages can be 
read profitably by the noes age 
layman, The material appears to 
be comprehensively basic to the 
present science of electronics; 
however, all military applications 
to World War II are omitted. 


The contents are divided into 
three subdivisions: electrons, elec- 
tron tubes, and electronic devices. 
First, the historical approach. to 
the electron is given under elec- 
trons; here, the lightning pro- 
duced by nature and by man is 
described. Second, the principle 
of operation of vacuum tubes in- 
volving from two to five elec- 
trodes in vacuum is given in an 
elementary manner; also special 
attention is given to gas-filled 
tubes as rectifiers. The secret of 
the photoelectric cell is discussed 
in this part. Third, the electron 
gun, television, electron micro- 
scope, ultra high frequency, and 
the cyclotron are described.

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What Price Peace? 


BY HUGH GIBSON 
Author of “The Road to Foreign Policy” 


No paper peace plans can 
bring an end to war. But 
there is another method... 


UR fighters have a right to expect 

us at home to do our part. Theirs is 
the task of giving us victory — but we 
have the equally important duty of mak- 
ing good use of that victory. 

If we do our part well, there is hope of 
peace and security. If we neglect our duty 
we betray our fighters, for they will return 
to live under the threat of other wars. 

It is our duty as citizens to tackle tl.e 
difficult task of building a world order that 
will be a bulwark against war and anarchy. 
This means work and study and discus- 
sion, to determine what would really work 
and what other nations would accept. Far 
too many of us content ourselves with giv- 
ing three cheers for a League of Nations 
or a military alliance as a solution for the 
troubles of the human race. 


Many people believe that the-world can 
be made perfect from above — that it suf- 
fices to set up a world government with 
powers to put an end to wars. But there is 
a catch in this. Only in dictatorships is 
everything handed down from above. 

Democracy in our own country does not 
come to us from Washington. We send it 
to Washington. There is, just as much 
democracy radiating from Washington as 
we send there in the form of courage, 
intelligence and devotion to our ideals. 
When the people become apathetic locally 
we quickly see a change in the quality of 
government we get from Washington. 

The same is true of a world order. No 
paper constitution, however well drawn, 
will suffice to give us peace and ord®@r and 
justice. No organization, however excel- 
lent, can operate alone. Its motive power 
can come only from the determination of 
each member to make it operate success- 
fully. We have fresh in our memories the 
tragic illustration of the League of Nations. 
The League ceased to operate when mem- 
ber states began to disregard their obliga- 
tions — in other words when its motive 
power ran down. 

There is a lesson for us in this. Agree- 
ments accepted willingly by all parties 
offer the only real hope of success. We 
must not impose on other nations solutions 
which they would accept unwillingly or 
not at all. We should bend all our energies 


to devising methods that can be generally 
accepted and made to operate. 

Many of us are impatient and demand 
immediate results. But world affairs move 
slowly. We shall get farther if we recognize 
that a perfect world order is a goal toward 
which we must work perseveringly, un- 
discouraged by inevitable setbacks. The 
League of Nations was no more than an 
episode, from which it is to be hoped we 
have learned something. As we work our 
way toward a better world, there will be 
other setbacks. If they did not lie ahead we 
should have reached the millennium now. 


WE CAN have a better world if we want it 
enough to work for it. We take it as a 
matter of course in wartime that we must 
all work and sacrifice as individuals to 
achieve victory. It would not occur to us 
that the citizens had no duty beyond sign- 
ing resolutions in favor of victory. 

In our task of building a new world order 
we might well draw a lesson from what is 
now being so well done in winning the war. 
Our military leaders did not content them- 
selves with drawing up a resolution for vic- 
tory and adopting it by acclamation. They 
worked out plans for meeting every con- 
ceivable contingency. Then they went to 
work and co-operated to the limit with all 
those having the same objectives. 

Peace cannot come from any world 
institution working in a vacuum. It cannot 
be brought about by governments working 
alone. It can come only if the individual 
plays his part in-peace as he does in war. 


Let us remember this now while we are 
all deep in the activities of war. I should 
like to think that the same citizens who 
now are doing such magnificent jobs in 
War Bond drives, the Red Cross and all the 
rest, can convert their present organiza- 
tions to work for peace by study, dis- 
cussion and political action. Starting with 
neighborhood:-groups, you and every other 
citizen can send up the flow of informed 
opinion which alone can give strength and 
direction to the men in our government who 
must help build a world peace organi- 
zation. 

We have never brought to peacetime 
diplomacy the same forces of industry and 
co-operation and realism that we devote to 


the prosecution of war. If we could devote © 


to the problems of peace and international 
collaboration a comparable amount ‘of 
individual effort we should open new and 
inspiring vistas of human progress.

The “‘big shots’’ of the show business 
have done a swell job overseas. But 
to GI’s these lesser folk are tops! 


IS war is being won by GI Joe. And it is the GI enter- 

tainer, the “regular” of the Foxhole Circuits, who is doing 

the greatest job of morale-building in the history of apy war. 
Doing it humbly and with gratitude for the opportunity. 

Let 19-year-old Jean Darling, just back from six months 
on the Italian front, speak for some of these little people of 
USO-Camp Shows: . 

**Don’t let anyone talk to you about sacrifices. For 
my part I got more than I gave. 

“In a Naples hospital a wounded soldier grabbed my hand 
as I passed and pressed it to his cheek without saying a word. 
Do you suppose I’ll ever forget that? At Cassino a soldier 
who had lost both his arms gave me.his ring. ‘I guess I won’t 
need this any more,’ he said. I won’t forget that either.”’ 

You may have heard of Miss Darling. As a child she was 
“Baby Jean” in the Our Gang comedies. You almost certainly 
have never heard of the others, but they ‘have found their 
public — 11,000,000 grateful fighting men. 


Another girl who considers herself particularly lucky is 


Gertrude Briefer, of Brooklyn, a tap and acrobatic dancer. 


At the age of 22 she has seen three years’ service overseas. She 
has played in Alaska, on Galapagos Island, in Africa, Persia, 
Palestine and Italy, entertaining our fighting men — a global 
showgirl! Miss Briefer doesn’t know how she'll ever play 
before civilian audiences again. 


“Treat You Like a Sweetheart’’ 


*‘So_p1ER audiences don’t just applaud. They stand there 
and worship. They treat you like a sweetheart. You wish 
you were ten tirhes as good as you are.” 

Miss Briefer belongs to one of the numerous USO-Camp 
Show units of night club performers and vaudevillians enter- 
taining overseas, on world-wide tours from Anzio to Zanzibar, 
from Kiska to Canberra. Occasionally a movie star like Bob 
Hope, Marlene Dietrich, or Jack Benny joins one of these 
small units and shares in the hardships. When this happens 
the “little people,” the GI performers, are loud in their 
praise, though the star inevitably steals their little spotlight. 
But after six weeks or two months, the star must return home. 
leaving the regulars to carry on. And how they carry on! 

Myles Bell and Nan Bedini, two of the regulars, are a song 
and dance team. They are also husband and wife. They belong

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to a unit which circumnavigated the globe and covered 
100,000 miles to bring entertainment to every battle zone. 

Besides Mr. and Mrs. Bell, the unit comprised an accordion- 
ist, two dancers, a comic and a ballad singer. Once they were 
to give a performance at Benghazi before a crowd of 1,500. 
They started out bravely enough, but midway of the per- 
formance the soldiers began slipping out by twos and threes. 
Pretty soon only a couple of glum MP’s were left in the hall. 

The unit was pretty depressed about it, but it turned 
out that a German commando raid had been reported, 
and the boys had ducked out to cope with it. 

Miss Bedini learned to borrow precious drops of airplane 
gasoline to clean the spots out of her costume. She rigged her 
electric iron to a hospital-tent generator. She did the family 
washing in a tin helmet. ° 

When Mr. Bell and Miss Bedini returned to the States 
they spent $310 of their own money telephoning relatives of 
the boys they met overseas. You may never have heard of the 
team of Bell and Bedini, Songs, Dance and Patter, but they 
are quite a couple. 

There is a magician with USO-Camp Shows who calls him- 
self Poogie-Poogie. He served in World War I with the 
Canadian Mounted Rifles and later with the U.S. Marines. 
When the present war broke out he volunteered again, but 
they rejected him because of his age, and a heart murmur. 
He joined USO-Camp Shows for service overseas. 

' After island-hopping with a unit in the Pacific, Poogie- 
Poogie wanted to get closer to the actual fighting. So he got 
permission to leave the troupe and set out on a personal 
Odyssey, playing one-man shows to the foxholes and slit 
trenches of Munda, Rendova, Finschhafen, Madang and Milne. 


“Take a Card, Queen’’ 


On TonGaTasBu ISLAND he gave a show not only for the 
soldiers stationed there but also for the natives, who were 
ruled over by a queen. Poogie-Poogie asked the queen to 
select a card and put it back into the deck without his seeing 
it. Then he hurled the pack against the ceiling; the card the 
queen had picked stuck there. The next day the Tongatabu 
Parliament met and named Poogie-Poogie an honorary mem- 
ber; and the card was put in the Royal Archives. 

When Poogie-Poogie contracted dysentery and yellow 
jaundice, and his weight dropped from 168 pounds to 90, he 
was sent back to the States to recuperate. 

Peggy Alexander, a Brooklyn redhead, is five feet tall 
and weighs 102, soaking wet — which she was most of 
the time she was in Italy. A singer and dancer of some 
experience, she has made three trips overseas. 

One of her numbers was “You Must Have Been a Beautiful 
Baby,” and while she was singing it, Peggy would tie a baby 
cap with pink ribbons on the head of some bashful soldier in 
the audierice. She carried a dozen such caps along with her for 
this purpose. After she had been doing this routine for a long 
time, a badly-mauled flyer at a base hospital called her over 
to his bed and showed her one of the baby caps. He had 
“swiped” it for a souvenir. It was shot full of holes and so was 
the flyer, but he figured it had brought him.good luck anyhow. 

In Sicily, Peggy was adopted by the Brooklyn boys quicker 
than she could say “Canarsie.” They stared at her with 
adoring eyes. Typical comment was: “Well, now we know 
what we are fighting for!” 

She returned to New York on a ship that carried 500 
wounded pilots, so that she was giving shows up to the very 
moment the ship landed. 

Kae Carole is that rare bird, a woman ventriloquist. Her 
dummy is “sap-brother’’ to Charlie McCarthy, having been 
fashioned by the same woodworker. Her overseas itinerary 
took in Brazil; Africa, Iran and Iraq, and lasted seven months. 
Her particular unit was assigned to the more isolated outposts, 
some of which had never had “‘live’’ entertainment before. 


She Slept on the Cargo 


Tue enthusiasm of the men stationed there for Miss Carole’s 
troupe was boundless. The soldiers used to snip off locks of 
the girls’ hair when they weren't looking. Once Miss Carole 
left a pair of panties out on a line. They disappeared. 

Miss Carole traveled by bomber, sleeping frequently on 
top of the cargo. In Persia she played a series of desolate moun- 
tain stops, while armed guards protected her from bandits. 

These are typical GI soldiers in grease paint. These are a 
few of the many hundreds of little entertainers who have 
volunteered for a big job. 

Not all of them are obscure, at least not in their own fields. 
Andy Arcari is one of the top-flight accordionists in the U.S. 


ACCORDIONIST Andy Arcari has toured the South 
Pacific, shared the spotlight with Gary Cooper 


He held his own on the CBI circuit (China, Burma, India) 
with such stars as Paulette Goddard, Keenan Wynn and 
William Gargan. Harriette Henning, who toured from Alaska 
to Africa, is a ballet dancer who studied at the ‘‘Met” and 
has done choreography for some of Broadway’s bigger 
musicals. The Sterner Sisters, Jeane and Lois, toured Europe 
before the war as well as during it, and once played a 16 
months’ run at the Bal Tabarin in Paris. 

They form the most unusual variety wheel the world has 
ever known. The USO is their booking office. The National 
War Fund is their “angel,” through the contributions you 
have made. Your money has been well spent. 

More than 1,500 of these unsung heroes of the show world 
have seen service overseas. There are some 500 over there 
now. When D-Day came, there were 154 performers in 33 
separate units ready to cross the Channel. Eight of these units 
landed in Normandy while the beachhead was still touch- 
and-go, and went immediately into action behind the lines. 
In Italy some units performed less than a mile away from the 
actual fighting, to the thundering accompaniment of air raids 
and artillery fire. There are units even now island-hopping in 
the Pacific, making one-night stands a thousand miles apart. 


Pay-off in Gratitude Z 


Tue Camp Show professionals have appropriate tags for 
their fantastic itineraries. The jaunt around the Arctic Circle, 
from Iceland to Alaska, is the Icicle Circuit. The desert route 
from Tripoli to Teheran is the Dust Circuit. The Central 
Pacific area is the Foxhole Circuit. They take a soldier’s view 
of “Sunny Italy.” It is the Mud Circuit. Some of the veterans 
have played them all. 

They have given shows to thousands in underground 
hangars larger than Radio City Music Hall, and to audiences 
comprising one solitary wounded GI Joe. They have traveled 
by bomber and by oxcart. They have slept in lice-ridden 
quarters, in air raid shelters and in the open field. They have 
lived for weeks on cold C-rations. They have adapted their 
lifetime routines to a stage consisting of the back- 
boards of two Army trucks parked side by side. 

Occasionally they have come home for a brief rest, to repair 
as best they could the ravages of desert heat and Arctic cold, 
or to recuperate from attacks of dysentery, malaria and virus 
pneumonia. Invariably, however, before their rest periods 
have expired, they have clamored to be sent overseas again. 

Why? Their pay is small — smaller than they could get 
here in the States. Danger and disease dog every step of their 
journeys. Dust and weariness are constant traveling com- 
panions. But they themselves have given the answer. Their 
compensation is the gratitude of the fighting men. The 
privilege of playing to the best audiences the show world has 
ever known. The knowledge of a patriotic duty well done. 

There are some who say that these little people have 
resurrected vaudeville. That after the war 11,000,000 return- 
ing fighters will remember them and want them. They 
wouldn’t know about that. They have a job to do now and 
they are doing it. : The End

At this pace, college students 
will graduate in a lunch hour! 


VERYBODY thought Cousin Wilbur was something 

of a prodigy when he finished his four-year course 
in three years and graduated from Binglethorpe 
College at the age of 19. But that was before the war 
had given Alma Mater a shot in the armory. If 
Cousin Wilbur were entering college this fall, 
he could count on graduating next year with the 
Class of 3:45 — or even 3:30. 

Like all educational institutional institutions, 
Binglethorpe has been streamlined to rocket propor- 
tions. Freshmen, sophomores, juniors and seniors are 
now merged into a single class, known as freshmore- 
jenior. The ivy on the walls has given way to gourd 
vines because they grow faster. Dear old absent- 
minded Professor Lovelace has shaved off his whiskers 
and taken a memory course. Anything that happens 
twice automatically becomes a “campus tradition.” 
And the diplomas are made of antelope hide instead 
of sheepskin, as a symbol of speed. 


No Margin for Doodling 


Berore lectures, every faculty member of Bingle- 
thorpe is required to punch a time clock, and class- 
room doodling has been cut to a minimum by trim- 
ming off the margins of all textbooks. Double choco- 
late malteds are served in the college library, and the 
Amos Podbury Upchurch Memorial Juke Box plays 
for two minutes between classes — which takes care 
of the students’ social life.

It’s bad for children 
and parents too. Here’s 
what to do about it... 


impulse and it begins very 
early. But it is not a pretty trait. 
So it is important to know how to 
handle our children when they 
bégin their show-off antics. 

At two or three little Peter will 
probably embarrass adults some 
day by making an appearance in 
the nude. He is not being delib- 
erately naughty and immodest. He 
is just showing off. Peter’s parents 
should neither severely suppress 
nor should they encourage him in 
this infantile behavior. Likewise, 
when he learns some four- 
letter words, you should not 
get excited nor make a fuss. 

Ignoring such episodes is the 
quickest way to make a child lose 
interest. One good method with a 
small nudist is to let him run naked 
after his bath. Then say: “All 
right, Sonny, you’ve had a good 
time. Now you must put on your 
pajamas and get into bed.’’ 


Take It Casually 


Tue important thing is never to 
let anyone make an issue of little 
Peter in the nude, or using bad 
words. Otherwise, he will think 
he’s discovered a really important 
way to impress grownups. 

An older child also shows off, 
but about different things: a new 
dress, a bicycle, good marks at 
school. The teen-age girl who 
boasts-about her conquest of boys 
is showing off in a way to impress 
other girls. All this is natural and 
will normally disappear. 

However, when a child shows off 
excessively, something is wrong. 
Either the parents have encouraged 
him, or the child feels inferior and 
is trying to make up for it. 

Many parents deliberately put 
their children on display before 
adult friends. Perhaps they would 
not exhibit their children so read- 
ily, if they realized that what they 
are trying to do is to overcome 
their own sense of inferiority. Often 
it is not love but selfishness in a 
mother who displays. her child. 
Nine times out of 10, she is wish- 
ing that she had something to 
boast about in herself and she

takes as her own the attention the 
child gets. She mistakes it for 
admiration, but I am afraid most 
people do not admire child show- 
offs — nor their parents. 

The worst offense these parents 
commit is the harm they do to the 
child. They lead him to expect 
glory without earning it. He feels 
all he has to do to get attention 
is simply to be a cute child — and 
frequently he refuses to grow up. 


They Feel Neglected 


Aiso harmful is the attitude of 
parents who show off a child whgn 
he is two or three but shift their 
attention to the new baby when he 
comes along. Or, take the parents 
who stop making a public fuss over 
the little girl who has reached the 
gawky, lanky, tooth-losing age. The 
child feels let down and betrayed, 
and may easily turn to spectacular, 
destructive ways of showing off — 
face-making, swearing, and other 
attention-getting tricks. 

Even when parents have not 
been unwise, a child will sometimes 
seek the limelight to excess. Then 
we should find out why he never 
feels he gets enough attention and 
handle him accordingly. 

In very many cases, an excessive 
show-ol. — like the teacher’s pet, 
the prig, the braggart, the snob — 
is often a child who feels insecure 
and is trying in wrong ways to win 
the respect to which every child 
has a right. The important thing is 
to discover his real ability and help 
him to earn consideration by that. 
Sometimes you may have to 
resort to trappings of distinc- 
tion to build up his sense of 
personal worth. Give him an 
achievement badge, a bank account 
of his own, or a desirable possession 
the others do not have. 


Friends Should Help 


Common sense and understand- 
ing will help you to guide your 
children through the show-off days. 
It would be nice if childless friends 
and strangers would help. Usually 
they don’t. They’re the people who 
say: “Isn’t she cunning?” while 
their manner shows that they 
think of a child only as a source of 
momentary pleasure— not as a 
person to be taught to get along 
comfortably in society. That, after 
all, should always be a -right- 
thinking adult's goal for any child.

Foop For CONVERSATION 
BY CLEMENTINE PADDLEFORD 


ON THE SQUARE is the way to cut 
baking-powder biscuits and cookies when 
time saving counts big. After the dough 
is rolled, crisscross with a knife and lift the 
squares to the pan. There are no scraps to 
gather up for re-rolling and re-cutting. Drop 
biscuits and cookies take even less time 
but turn out less smooth in texture and 


appearance. 


GROUND COFFEE is being squeezed into 
briquettes to take less space and preserve 
flavor. The freshly-roasted beans, ground in 
the usual styles — regular, medium or pul- 
verized — are pressed into squares the size 
of a yeast cake, compression taking place 
at a below-zero temperature in an atmos- 
phere of carbon dioxide to prevent the least 
oxidation. Blocks are cellophane-wrapped, 
and immediately. Simply crumble the wee 
block into the pot and make coffee for two. 
Flavor plus — and just as important, coffee 
blocks take but half as much room as 
ground coffee. This process for squeezing out 
space-robber air is being applied to dehy- 
drated soups, eggs, powdered milk, ready 
mixes, cornstarch, dried fruits and flour. 


CANDY MAKERS are getting set to make 
candy that can pass as a satisfactory food 
accessory chock-a-block with proteins, vita- 
mins and minerals. The research department 
of the National Confectioners Association 
has formulae under test using peanuts, 
soybeans, cottonseed and wheat protein 
flours; also dehydrated fruits, even vege- 
tables. At a recent laboratory preview six 
of the new sweets were out for taste testing. 
On parade were honey nougat, vanilla 


caramel, maple-flavored chocolate creams, 
fig-roll chocolates, chocolate and coconut 
fudge. In some of these the protein content 
had been increased five times over sweets 
old-style. Food candies will be given trial 
sales, and if the public applauds, here they 
come! Otherwise, “improved” sweets will 
remain a nutritionist’s whimsey. 


CEREALS of the ready-eat kinds, pressed 
into discs along with milk solids and sugar, 
are food for conversation along the war 
fronts. The wafers are sweet eating right 
from the hand or may be crumbied into 
water to spoon up as cereal. Chief virtue of 
the disc is a 35 per cent saving in space. 


ANNUAL WASTE of 225 pounds of edible 
food is your share in the nation’s garbage- 
pail disgrace. Every last one of us, the figure 
boys ‘estimate, throws away over half a 
pound of groceries a day. Total loss between 
the plow and the plate runs 20 to 30 per cent 
of all the food we produce. 


THOSE BABY BOMBS, gas filled. used 
to fight mosquitoes in the malaria-infested 
battlefronts will have a postwar use on the 
home front in the growing of fancy fruits 
without seeds or pits. Horticulturists dis- 
cover that midget bombs can be loaded 
with hormones mixed in a liquefied gas. Pull 
the valve open and the bomb blows off with 
a force to disperse the hormones in particles 
fine as pollen which cover the virgin blos- 
soms. The hormone treatment for seedless 
production is no new idea but previously it 
was a flower-by-flower hand job and too 
expensive for commercial use.

Rest in a quiet home helped his recovery 


Our wounded boys need 


something more than 
hospital care. So... 


1 Army Captain with the 

empty right sleeve confessed 
that he didn't want to get well and 
leave the hospital. “My little 
daughter may be afraid of me 
now,”” he burst out, “and I just 
can’t stand that!’ 

*‘Why don’t you visit us again 
next week ?”’ his hostess asked. She 
was one of the 1,200 housewives 
who co-operate with the Con- 
valescent Service for the Army 
and Navy. Every week end they 
take wounded vets into private 
homes for a few days of restful 
family life. This plan is reaching 
into towns all over America today. 

When the Captain returned on 
Friday, he showed his hostess the 
padded sleeve and glove the Army 
had provided him. “I can’t use it, 
though,”’ he said curtly. “They had 
to amputate too close to the shoul- 
der to attach a mobile arm. I’m 
still not sure how my kid will feel 
about me...” 


They Didn’t Notice 


But he found out, and left the 
hospital shortly after, eager to re- 
turn to his family. For it wasn’t 
merely chance that his hostess also 
invited into her home that week 
end a group of youngsters who 
romped with the Captain, obvious- 
ly unaware that he had a false 
arm. Nor was it accident that she 
provided games he could learn to 
play With the children with _his 
good left arm. 

Convalescent Service hostesses, 
working under the sponsorship of 
the National Women’s Council of 
the Navy League, have already 
entertained over 3,000 GI Joes and 


Janes since the Service was set up 
in May, 1942, in Philadelphia. 

Some of these proxy mothers 
have handsome estates on which a 
whole bunch of boys can relax. 
Others are war workers’ wives, or 
biue- and gold-star mothers, who 
welcome guests to humble homes. 
Typical is the woman who called 
the Navy League recently to ex- 
plain, “‘I’d like to entertain some 
wounded flyers from the Rehabili- 
tation Center. You see, my son’s 
room is empty now. He — he was 
a Liberator pilot. So I know how 
to talk to flyers.’’ All these women 
entertain at their own expense. 

Home Remedy 

From the serviceman’s point of 
view these friendly visits give them 
a chance to let down in homelike 
surroundings, after months in the 
hospital. Yet Army and Navy 
officials recognize the plan as a 
definite therapeutic service. 

There was one Army boy 
whose hostess heard him cry- 
ing in his room the night he 
arrived. She knocked on his door. 
**How about joining us for a snack ?’’ 

He routed out his buddy — since 
two boys always come together on 
these week ends. Downstairs he 
began talking to his hostess’s pretty 
daughter. “I'm not a sissy,”” he 
rebelled. “It’s just that I lost my 
right hand when we were tor- 
pedoed. I can’t go back to my job 
in the gas station.” 

Next day the girl invited him to 
accompany her when she went out 
to sketch. “‘Wish I could do that,” 
he said miserably. 

**Maybe you can,”’ she suggested. 
“After all, a lot of people are left- 
handed... ”’ 

He made a try at it, was amazed 
when he uncorked a talent he'd 
never realized he possessed.

a hospital with a definite career as 
a draftsman awaiting him when he 
leaves, 

That the convalescent week ends 
speed medical recovery, too, is un- 
questioned, Take Bill, a Guadal- 
canal vet who visited at Mrs, 
Stricker Coles’ home in Bryn 
Mawr, Pa. He had a shrapnel 
wound in his left side that refused 
to heal. Doctors were dubious 
about, letting him go because of 
danger of infection. He insisted, 
but on arriving merely sat sunk in 
silence. Mrs. Coles, who was men- 
tioned by General Pershing and 
Admiral Sims for similar work in 
the last war, wisely did not ques- 
tion him. But at 11 that night 
when she was sharing coffee and 
sandwiches with him, he began 
telling her things about his battle 
experiences which he'd never been 
able to talk of before. When he 
stopped at 4 a.m. he was strangely 
peaceful. Military medics were 
amazed when scar tissue began 
forming shortly after Bill returned 
to the hospital. Soon he was back 
in uniform — at Officer Candidate 
School! 


MacArthur's “Sunny” 


A TREMENDOUSLY talented woman 
with despondent cases, Mrs. Coles 
had as another guest that week 
end General MacArthur’s former 
chauffeur, a Filipino named Sunny. 
He was a wheel-chair case, one leg 
missing, the other in a plaster cast. 
Sunny couldn’t sleep, wouldn’t 
talk much. He’d been bombed out 
of three hospitals in the Philippines. 
All he had left from his life there 
was a tattered photo of his fiancée. 

Mrs. Coles noticed Sunny grew 
even more reticent when some of 
the guests flipped into the swim- 
ming pool. She recalled that he'd 


mentioned being a good shot with * 


a bow and arrow, It wasn't long 
before an archery contest was 
under way. When he won it from 
his wheel chair, Sunny’s smile 
proved how he earned his nick- 
name. From that point on his dam 
of silence was broken. 

The Service started this way: In 
the winter of 1942, Mrs. Horace T. 
Greenwood, of Moorestown, N. J., 
was worried. Her son, in the 
Army, was wounded while en 
route to Australia. She knew 
he’d get the best medical care 
in the world, and he did. 

“But I wished, as he began to 
recover, that some woman would 
entertain him for a quiet week 
end,”’ she says. ‘““Then one day it 
struck me — I could do that very 
thing for other mothers’ sons in 
our hospitals right here!’ 

So Mrs. Greenwood put the idea 


up to the Navy League in Phila- 
delphia. Tried out first in Tilton 
General Hospital, at Fort Dix, 
N. J., the plan quickly spread to 
Navy hospitals. Units have already 
been set up in 16 states. 

Hostesses sign up with the Navy 
League. All details about their 
households go on file. Then gaily 
worded bulletins are passed out to 
the patients in co-operating hos- 
pitals. 


They Learn To Live Again 


Arter ward officers okay the 
boys’ requests for passes, the Red 
Cross steps in as liaison. If the 
boys want to go to the seashore, 
the Service sees they get there; if 
they want the country or a suburb, 
they'll get that. 

Hostesses are picked as carefully 
as the Army picks paratroopers. 
For these women are pioneering 
what promises to be a vital post- 


war project. 


With this postwar goal in mind, 
standards are set high. For on 
these week ends wounded men 
learn to face living in a civilian 
world again. The way they’ re treat- 
ed goes a long way toward shaping 
their attitude to disablement. 

Hostesses attend monthly lec- 
tures on care of the wounded. 
Their attitude to the man is one 
that:the family of any wounded 
vet could benefit by knowing. 


“Treat them casually,’’ Mes. 


Greenwood advises, “‘the way their 
buddies would. Don’t be sorrow- 
ful, over-sympathetic, or too 
loving. Don’t assume a false 
gaiety they can see through.”’ 

Of the over 3,000 men who've 
been entertained, only about 25 
have proved troublesome. Mrs. 
Greenwood recalls one legless 
Army captain who was supposed 
to be troublesome because he'd 
tried to go AWOL from the hos- 
pital three times. 


Ahead of Schedule 


**] weENT to see him at the hos- 
pital,’’ she says, “‘and he was talk- 
ing about going AWOL again. I 
received permission for him to visit 
us, and that was the beginning of 
sixteen week ends for him. 

“He was a charming guest. 
Finally, after a long period, he 
called and said he had his first pair 
of artificial legs. His recovery, he 
told me, was seven weeks ahead of 
schedule. As he left to go to his 
own home he added: 

“**The hospital can give us arti- 
ficial arms and legs. But you women 
who take us into your homes when 
our spirits are lowest, who give us 
confidence to face the world again, 
are really doing a job.’"’ The End
